WASHINGTON » - Members of 
the Senate fight Over civil rights 
legislation flared briefly today and 
th^ awwrently flick ered out for 
this session of Congress. 
Sen. D<Mig!las (D-Ill) introduced 
for himself and Sens. Hennings 
(D-Mo) and Ldnnan (D-NY) a 
resolution aimed at bringing be­ 
fore the Senate the civil rights bUl 
passed by the House on Monday. 
In 
presenting 
the 
resolution, 
howevo*. Douglas said he realized 
that “on this last day” of the ses­ 
sion the obstacles to getting any 
action on the legislation were “in­ 
surmountable.” 
“As this legislative waif is at 
last permitted to enter the par­ 
liamentary halls when it is too late 
for it to have any future,” he 
said, “its dying eyes can periiaps 
look up at the walls of the Senate 
and see the otherwise invisible but 
no less real inscription which men 
have placed there for all civU 
rights measures:

man-made rules to prevent us 
from even considering measures 
w’ ’ch the vast majority of the 
people desire?” Douglas ask ed. 
The civil ri^ ts bill was quick ly 
bottled up in the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, presided over by Sen. 
Eastland <D - Miss), after the 
House passed it. 
Etouglas, Hennings and Lehman 
tried earlier in the week to intro­ 
duce their resolution to pry the 
bill loose from the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee and bring it before the Sen­ 
ate but a single objection was 
enough to block them under the 
parliamentary 
situation 
existing 
then.

“We’ll build the dam our­ 
selves and with our own money.” 
Minutes after Nasser announced 
nationalization of the internation­ 
ally 
controlled 
canal, 
officials 
seized offices of the Suez Canal Co. 
In Cairo, Ismailia, Port Said and 
Suez. 
Nasser 
accused 
the 
United 
States and Britain of trying to use 
the Aswan project as a lever to 
gain domination over Egypt. 
He said the two Western nations 
— prior to withdrawal — had of­ 
fered 70 million dollars toward 
construction of the project to har­ 
ness the Nile River at Aswan. 
This, he declared, was an at­ 
tempt at “economic domination ae 
a prelude to political domination.’* 
He predict^ that by tak ing ov« r 
the great Suez waterway Ihik ing 
the Mediterranean to the Red Sea. 
Egypt could derive 100 miUion doV 
lars in annual revenue. 
“This money is ours,** he de­ 
clared. “The Suez Canal belongs 
to us. The Suez -Canal was built 
by Egyptians and 120,000 Egyp­ 
tians died building it. Thus we 
toudl txittd the high dam our own 
way. We shall rely on our own 
streogtfi, our own muede, our own 
funds.”

Recently I raised the quesuon 
as to why the vast distribution 
of the Bible during a century of 
activities on the part of Bible 
Societies 
has not 
been accom­ 
panied by as great a moral and 
spiritual revolution in society as 
one might have expected from 
such distribution of the Good Book. 
For it is (Avious that even m 
the best and most pregressive 
o i 
countries, where the Bible is best 
known, moral and spiritual con­ 
ditions fall far short of what the 
Bible might be expected to pro­ 
duce. 
Probably a majtM- reason k that 
in sgMte of the Bible being made 
so available to ail it is still an 
unknown 
book to millions who 
never read it, possibly even to 
more millions of people in so-called 
Christian lands who do know and 
re« l k but who do not read it 
rij^Iy. 
Getting the Bible rightly read 
is th" essential step after getting 
it distributed. I think that we have 
been too ready to assume that 
once the Bible is read, it pro­ 
duces the character and life that 
ought to fdUow. Much depends up­ 
on HOW the Bible is read. 
The misreading, or wrong use, 
of the Bible can justify attitudes 
and actions that the Bible in its 
highest teachings most emphati­ 
cally (» ndernns—violence, perse­ 
cution. racial pride and intoler 
ance, and all manner (rf penonal 
dislikes and enmities. 
The Bible gives us the Ten 
Commandments, among t h ^ the 
command. “Thou shalt not kiU 
yet Deuteronomy records, approv­ 
ingly, if not boastfully, the utter 
destruction of the “men, women 
and diildren of every city” and a 


seemingly boastful passage spe­ 
cifically mentions the killing of 
■'little oness” (Deut. 2: 34). The 
slaughter was (rf enemies, but one 
reads of such de^ruction mindful 
of Hitleristic effort to wipe out 
the Jews of Germsuiy in our own 
time.

When Jesus said His “I say unto 
you,” againsrt whik was “said by 
them of old time” (Matthew 5:3« ), 
He was setting hijh« * truth in 
the Bible against what had been 
said in the Bible earlier. He was 
declaring the reality of a progres­ 
sive revelation in moral ai^ spirit 
ual ideas, and in the quality of 
human relationships. 
To read the Bible without tak 
ing into account the progression 
in moral and i^iritual cxinc^ions 
is not only to misread it, but to 
miss its highest revelatkwi of (rod’s 
message for man.

Detormined to reci^ture some of the 
passenger traffic that they have lost to airplanes 
and highway buses, the railroatfe are turning 
to light w e i^ trains. There are several t 
3rpes. 
One of them is not as comfortirt)le as the stan­ 
dard train, but It rounds curves at high speed 
and so reduces the schedules. Another provides 
more comfort, but is <mly a little lighter than 
the standard ty pe. 
Then there is the revolutionary two-story train 
recently tried out by the Santa Fe, which is to 
run next month between Chicago and Los An­ 
geles. Because two floors are provided there is 
more room, and because the cars are four feet 
higher than usual there is less noise on the 
second floor. The two-story train will not only 
carry more passengers than its standard coun- 
tCTpart, but carry them more cheaply than an 
airplane. 
We have here an example of what competition 
can accomplish. For y ears and y ears passenger 
trains were hardly different from those in which 
our grant^athers rode.

Demo cra tic Outlo o k 


With less than a month to convention time, 
prospects for the various Democratic presiden­ 
tial aspirants are largely unaltered. Adlai Ste­ 
venson is far and away the front runner, and 
his principal challengers do not seem to be 
(Rawing closer. 
Only 1 relative hanctful 
o f convention dele­ 
gates remain to be chosen. Of the more than 
1.27 0 already selected, more than 300 are either 
legally committed or openly declared for Steven­ 
son. Most independent delegate survey s indicate 
be will have at least another 
200 votes on the 
first ballot, pulled from hie reserve strength 
« nong the "uncommitted” 
His presently most hopeful rival, Gov, Averell 
Harriman o f New York, still is eagerly search­ 
ing for the strategy which could prevent ^even- 
son from going over the top and then build the 
governor toward nomination in his place. Tims 
far the quest has not been too promising. 
A few more favorite sons have appeared on 
the horizon, but their total vote in combination 
with the estimated strength of Harriman and 
Senator Kefauver does not look great enough 
to block Stevenson. More to the point, there is 
no visible sign today that any such conk)ination 
is in the making any way . 
A man to watch as the Democrats’ Aug, 13 
convention deadline approaches is Sen. Ly iidon 
Johnson of Texas. 
A favorite son but not a 
serious candidate, he could determine the out­ 
come very quickly . 
Johnson has wide influence in the south, 
where a good (foal of Stevenson’s vote reserve 
exists. 
Should the .senator decide to put his 
weight on Adlai’s side at an early stage in the 
balloting, southern delegatee still hanging back 
would most likely follow and the show would 
be over. 
Friends o f Stevenson now are endeavoring to 
create a "winning” atmosphere of the .sort that 
might encourage John,son to do just that. Natu­ 
rally . Harriman backers react speedily to any 
claim Stevenson has it sewed up. 
Frank Mc­ 
Kinney , a top Harriman strategist, predicted re­ 
cently that his man would nail down the nom­ 
ination on the fifth ballot at Chicago. 
That eventuality must be rated unlikely . 
If 
the Harriman forces do not somehow slow Ste­ 
venson’s drive before Aug. 13, they will be un­ 
der extreme pressure to devise tactics in the 
convention itself to achieve that end. 
Many observers think they will try to derail 
Stevenson by getting him embroiled in a bitter 
civil rights platform fight that would compel 
him to make enemies and thus lose delegates. 
But seasoned reporters note again and again the 
firm inclination of Influential southern and nor­ 
thern Democrats to avoid such a fight. 
Politicians often spring surprises, and the 
Harriman people may have one or more up 
their sleeves. 'Hie political veterans around the 
country conclude at toll time that thi^ will 
need them.

now. 
With this in mind, a glimpte at 
Wilfrid Klei.sher’s m'w lH)ok. "Swe­ 
den. The Welfa: 
Slate,” (The 
John Day ('ompany . New York) is 
g(xxi remiing » or liberals and con- 
ser\afives alike. 
Sweden has gone miK'h further 
than most New 
D e a l e r s ever 
dreamf'd. 
Fleisht'i’ tries to answer the qiu‘s- 
tion. "is it worth it”” 
.A sea.soned retwrter of world­ 
wide expt'rfence, Fleisher has a 
Swedi.sh wife and has made Stock­ 
holm hi.s home for the last five 
y ears. His approach is to tell the 
reader what tlw effect of health 
in.stiraiice on a family is — iwt 
only what the prograir Is. 
The Swaxiish ideal is not to rise 
above cla.s,s hut to raise the stand­ 
ard of living. The Siwial-Democrat- 
ic parly , controlltxi by labor, has 
tried to do this in the la.st twenty 
y ear.« with incrc.ising success, at 
the exptULse of the middle ''la.ss 
and. generally , private ent('rprise 
of the small bu.siness 
variety . 
(Other political pariitss, including 
the Conservatives, .sometimc's com­ 
pete for the cfpdit of giving Swede« 
w'elfarc, say s Flei.sher.) 
Briefly . Swtxies have abt>iished 
slums, cut fH>verty to a minimum, 
and helped out old aid y oung to 
an amazing degree. In the process 
of doing these things, they havx* 
legalizid abortion, and refonned 
their prisons. So sweeping is the 
prison 
program 
that 
convicted 
murderers have often gone back to 
fiixxiom and a good job. 
Fleisher bt'Iieves that the Social- 
DemiK'rats are largely responsible 
for the entire program and desen e 
plenty of crtxkt as well as blame. 
The health program, for exam­ 
ple, provides free hospitalization, 
covers three - quarters of medical 
expenses, and gives the worker 
cash when he is absent from work 
because of sickness. A hitch to this 
part of the scheme is that foe 
worker’s pay stops within three 
day s after he is sick. He receives 
the insurance instead, which means 
he actually loses money . 
In one analy sis, Fleisher takes 
th*' reader to two Swedish homes 
he visited in five-y ear intervals to 
stx? how the welfare program af­ 
fected them. He finds that one fam­ 
ily , w'here the wife has been de­ 
serted by her husband and left with 
five children, is in the same pre­ 
dicament it was five y ean ago. 
Basically , the women’s problem to 
one of earning more than the $62 
the state and local governmeik sup­ 
plies her each month. If she takes 
on full time work as a scrub-wom- 
an. then ^ e lo.ses the $62. The 
other case, that of Adolf Ginsberg, 
an assistant printer, is more prom­ 
ising. Ginsberg’s pay is now fairly 
high. In fact he’s worry ing about 
the $40 income tax (mi his monfoly 
pay of $177. Fleisher concludes, 
"Ginsl>erg wanted to work . . . and 
succeeded . . .It still pay s to work 
in the welfare state . . . But there 
are too many cases like that of 
the deserted woman . . . ” 
A 
leading 
Swedish 
economiift 
thinks that ".social security i« as 
much a part of (hít stren^h in 
international relations as the arms 
program i» sts.” And Fleisher finds 
that a third of all government, 
municipal, and county expenditures 
goes to welfare. Yet, Swedes argue 
that welfare pay s its own way . In 
a depression, welfare would give 
a steady income for children and 
old folks. 
Meanwhile, every <Mie in Sweden 
thinks someone else ia footing the ,| 
bill for welfare. The facta « re that 


foe middle cla.« gets hit hardest, 
y et receives less benefits. If a 
Swede and his vifo both have j( ^ , 
they must fill out a joint tax re^ 
turn. This means that many wivea 
forgo the work because taxes tak« 
away any extra earnings. More­ 
over. even the hwi^t wage e« ‘ner, 
getting $240 a y ear, must pay ’ 
taxcfi 
Fleisher dwells too long on Swe 
dish cooper dives, but may be ex 
cased for this because he glvai 
.some excellent examples of how 
even in a rigid class-line society , 
a few men can rise above tradi­ 
tional employ ment 
and aohievf 
SUCCt*SS. 
On balance, Fleisher commemfc 
Sweden but warns that their pro­ 
gram won’t necessarily be good for 
America. This is by far the best 
book on this subject printed and 
makes excelhmt roading.
